Mayor  Gene  H.  Chandler  declared  a  state  of  emergency 
and  two  shelters  were  established  for  people  to  stay 
overnight.  By  midafternoon  about  100  people  had  asked 
to  stay  in  them.  A  trip  through  the  city  showed  hundreds 
of  buildings  and  houses  sustained  at  least  some  damage, 
including  at  least  one  collapsed  roof.  The  nearby  Whittier 
Narrows  Dam  apparently  escaped  structural  damage. 

In  Compton,  12  miles  southwest  of  the  epicenter, 
spokeswoman  Andrea  Guy  said  “major  and  minor  struc¬ 
tural  damage”  was  apparently  widespread.  City  Hall  was 
closed  after  a  woman  was  hit  in  the  head  by  a  chunk  of 
ceiling  plaster. 

The  quake  was  felt  as  far  away  as  Las  Vegas,  Nev. ,  250 
miles  to  the  northeast.  It  knocked  dishes  off  shelves  in  the 
Victor  Valley,  70  miles  to  the  northeast,  and  shook  the 
ground  in  El  Cajon,  in  San  Diego  County  to  the  south. 

In  downtown  Los  Angeles,  hundreds  of  people  were 
evacuated  from  swaying  buildings,  where  windows  shat¬ 
tered  and  elevators  became  stuck  as  power  was  knocked 
out  for  nearly  an  hour. 

“All  at  once  there  was  a  whoosh  of  wind,  and  I  walked 
over  to  a  brick  wall  until  everything  stopped  shaking,” 
said  Gerald  Livezey,  a  security  guard  at  one  downtown 
building.  “Everyone  was  coming  out  ...  circulating,  not 
knowing  what  to  do. 

“This  one  scared  me,”  he  said.  “I  was  outside,  and  I 
mean  it  was  really  shaking.  I  thought  it  was  the  biggie.  I 
thought  there  wasn’t  going  to  be  anything  left.” 

Police  Officer  William  Frio  said  five  people  were  ar¬ 
rested  for  looting  in  various  parts  of  the  city  where  win¬ 
dows  were  shattered.  Police  spokesman  Lt.  Dan  Cooke 
said  a  special  anti-looting  squad  was  working  downtown 
and  the  entire  department  was  on  full  tactical  alert,  work¬ 
ing  12-hour  shifts.

BYU  full-time  personnel  have  also  paid  approxi¬ 
mately  $1.6  million  in  sales  taxes  and  $1.5  million  in 
property  taxes. 

Students  who  work  on  campus  or  receive  out-of¬ 
county  funding  spent  $29  million  in  1986  in  the  area, 
excluding  sales  at  BYU,  President  Holland  said. 
More  than  77  percent  of  clothing  purchases  were 
made  in  the  area  and  80  percent  of  medical  and 
dental  services  were  obtained  here,  he  said. 

The  yearly  direct  expenditure  impact  of  BYU  on 
Utah  County,  considering  purchases  of  goods  and 
services  by  those  who  work  for  BYU  and  of  non- 
employed  students  who  bring  in  money  from  out  of 
the  county,  is  in  excess  of  $141  million. 

BYU  has  an  indirect  economic  impact  on  the  area 
also.  For  every  dollar  spent  by  the  university,  50 
cents  will  become  income  for  local  workers.  For 
every  full-time  job  at  BYU,  an  additional  .4  percent 
of  a  job  is  created  in  the  community,  amounting  to 


2,750jobs.  This  is  a  very  conservative  figure,  Pres¬ 
ident  Holland  said.  “We  don’t  want  to  claim  an 
exaggerated  influence.” 

B  YU’s  induced  economic  impact  comes  from  vis¬ 
itors  to  the  campus,  clinical  services,  stabilizing 
property  values  and  attracting  industrial  develop¬ 
ment. 

BYU  hosted  more  than  700,000  visitors  during 
the  1985-86  school  year,  with  nearly  307,000  of 
them  being  from  out  of  the  county.  These  figures 
do  not  include  those  from  the  Ramses  II  exhibit, 
President  Holland  said. 

Assuming  visitors  stayed  one  day  or  less,  a  con¬ 
servative  figure,  the  local  economy  received  an 
infusion  of  about,  $2. 67  million  for  the  year,  he  said. 

Clinical  services  of  approximately  $900,000  are 
provided  to  the  community  by  the  university,  and 
BYU  saves  the  taxpayers  about  $14.4  in  tuition 
costs  for  Utah  resident  students. 

BYU  is  also  a  stabilizing  influence  on  property 
values  and  attracts  industrial  development  to  the 
area,  President  Holland  said. 

“I  can’t  imagine  a  place  where  town-and-gown 
relationships  are  better,”  he  said.  “We  want  to 
make  a  positive  contribution  to  the  community  and 
state.

There  will  be  a  75-cent  reduction 
for  people  who  use  the  express  routes 
from  Salt  Lake  to  Ogden  and  from 
Salt  Lake  to  Provo.  The  rates  have 
been  reduced  from  $2.00  to  $1.25  for 
one-way  fares,  said  Rasmussen. 

All  monthly  passes  will  receive  a  10 
percent  discount  and  the  Salt  Lake 
intercity  express  route  will  be  re¬ 
duced  from  $80  to  $50. 

Jim  Warner,  a  BYU  senior  from 
Washougal,  Wash.,  majoring  in  me¬ 
chanical  engineering,  said  the  new 
fare  structure  really  will  not  affect 
him  because  student  pass  prices  are 
still  the  same. 

The  rates  for  college  passes  have 
remained  at  $13  per  month,  whereas  a 
regular  adult  pass  is  $18  per  month. 
Senior  citizen  monthly  passes  are  still 
$9,  which  is  good  for  travel  anywhere 


in  the  UTA  system. 

“As  a  bus  operator,  things  will  be 
a  lot  less  confusing,  I  won’t  have  to 
worry  what  time  of  day  it  is  for  the 
off-peak  rate  changes,”  said  UTA 
bus  driver,  Maren  Reid.  In  the  past, 
there  have  been  some  fare-box 
abuse  among  the  operators.  Now, 
the  confusion  should  be  eliminated, 
said  Rasmussen. 

The  change  in  fares  is  not  ex¬ 
pected  to  increase  revenue  by  more 
than  1  percent  or  decrease  ridership 
by  more  than  1  percent. 

The  fare  schedule  was  approved 
during  the  UTA  August  board 
meeting  following  a  series  of  public 
hearings  in  July.  A  large  majority  of 
those  attending  the  rate  simplifica¬ 
tion  hearings  favored  the  change, 
said  Rasmussen. 

However,  Adell  Andersen,  66,  a 
graduate  of  BYU,  said  the  fare 
changes  upset  her.  She  used  to  be 
able  to  ride  the  bus  for  only  20  cents 
and  now  she  has  to  pay  25  cents.

White  supremacists 


may  open

The  Aryan  Nations  plans  to  open 
a  satellite  headquarters  office  in 
Ogden,  according  to  the  Rev. 
Richard  Butler,  leader  of  the  north¬ 
ern  Idaho-based  white  supremacist 
group. 

Butler  confirmed  the  plans  after 
an  official  of  the  Anti-Defamation 
League  of  B’nai  B’rith  said  his  orga¬ 
nization  was  concerned  Aryan  Na¬ 
tions  might  move  into  Utah. 

“If  the  Aryan  Nations  white- 
supremacy  organization  opens  a 
branch  in  Ogden,  the  community 
will  have  nobody  to  blame  but  itself 
and  the  city’s  daily  newspaper,”  ac¬ 
cording  to  James  Gillespie,  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  National  Association  for 
the  Advancement  of  Colored  Peo¬ 
ple. 

Gillespie  said  he  believes  the  fa¬ 
vorable  reaction  of  the  community 
to  the  Aug.  28  execution  of  Hi-Fi 
killer  Pierre  Dale  Selby  attracted 
Butler’s  attention  by  showing 
strong  anti-black  sentiment. 

Butler  said  that  “some  of  our  peo¬ 
ple  have  been  through  Ogden,  liked 
the  place  and  liked  the  people.”  He 
said  the  center  is  tentatively 
planned  for  sometime  in  1988  and 
will  serve  as  “a  place  where  people 
can  come  and  get  their  questions 
answered  and  go  to  worship.” 

Butler’s  statements  brought  im¬ 
mediate  condemnation  from  north¬ 
ern  Utah  minority  representatives 
and  the  regional  representative  of 
the  Anti-Defamation  League  of 
B’nai  B’rith. 

Butler  said  his  group  would  use 
only  non-violent  methods,  such  as 
using  pamphlets  to  spread  its  mes¬ 
sage  in  Utah. 

But  he  added,  “The  only  time  we 
would  use  violence  is  when  the 
Anti-Christ  would  try  to  stop  the 
spreading  of  our  religion.  ...  By 
definition,  B’nai  B’rith  and  all  Jews 
are  anti-Christs.” 

The  Aryan  Nations  wants  to 
purge  the  northwest  United  States

of  all  minorities  and  secede  from  the 
union.  The  main  reason  for  the  seces¬ 
sion  is  the  belief  that  the  Constitution 
has  been  overthrown  and  is  no  longer 
being  used  for  the  good  of  the  white 
man,  said  Butler. 

Jim  Aho,  professor  of  sociology  at 
Idaho  State  University,  said  that  the 
Aryans  are  affiliated  with  a  move¬ 
ment  of  Christian  identity  who  be¬ 
lieve  in  two  basic  points. 

The  first  is  a  belief  that  the  Anglo- 
Saxon  western  European  people  are 
descendants  of  one  or  more  of  the  lost 
tribes  of  Israel.  Second  is  a  belief  that 
the  Jews  are  sons  of  Satan  and  de¬ 
scendants  of  Cain,  not  the  tribe  of 
Israel. 

News  reports  said  the  Aryan  Na¬ 
tions  plans  to  distribute  pamphlets 
depicting  blacks  as  an  inferior  race 
and  Jews  as  the  “seed  of  Satan.” 

Leaders  of  the  Utah  Conference  of 
Christians  and  Jews  have  expressed 
disgust  at  the  defamatory  remarks. 
“Those  remarks  are  unworthy  of  con¬ 
sideration  by  a  civilized  society,  and 
we  call  on  decent  people  everywhere 
to  speak  out  against  such  ideas,”  said 
Ted  J.  Speros  and  Arch  Madsen,  co- 
chairmen  of  the  organization. 

Butler  said  there  are  many  white 
men  who  are  beginning  to  agree  with 
his  statements,  including  members  of 
The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter- 
day  Saints  in  that  area  and  through¬ 
out  Utah. 

Lyal  Zaugg,  LDS  stake  president 
of  Coeur  d’Alene,  Idaho,  said  he  only 
knows  of  one  member  in  his  area  in 
support  of  the  group.  “I  don’t  know  of 
any  other  involvement,  but  that’s  not 
saying  there  isn’t  any.” 

Aho  said  that  through  his  research 
he  has  found  only  8  percent  LDS 
Church  membership  in  the  Aryan  Na¬ 
tion  movement.  “Considering  Idaho 
has  a  25  percent  Mormon  population, 
we  would  expect  a  lot  more,  but  we 
don’t  find  that. 

“Most  of  the  Mormons  involved  are 
those  that  have  been  brought  up 
LDS,  but  have  since  become  inac¬ 
tive,”  said  Aho.  “There  are  a  few  who

Ambassador  set  plans  early

The  United  States  Ambassador  to 
Sweden,  a  former  BYU  student,  said 
he  achieved  his  position  through  dedi¬ 
cation  and  honest  effort. 

Gregory  J.  Newell,  37,  is  the 
youngest  man  to  ever  hold  the  office. 
He  said  he  never  thought  about  be¬ 
coming  an  ambassador  when  he  was 
young,  but  he  did  plan  to  be  politically 
active.  “It  would  be  disingenuous  to 
say  it  didn’t  cross  my  mind.” 

Throughout  his  15  years  of  political 
work,  Newell  said  he  has  desired  to 
accomplish  and  pursue  goals.  “Each 
step  along  the  way  I  defined  what  I 
wanted  to  do.  I  was  committed  to  the 
cost,”  he  said. 

Newell’s  college  education  began 
on  the  BYU-Hawaii  campus.  “My  in¬ 
terests  in  attending  was  for  the  diver¬ 
sity  of  cultures.  Sixty-two  nations 
were  represented  the  year  I  at¬ 
tended,”  he  said. 

The  experience  was  valuable  be¬ 
cause  it  taught  him  how  to  intermin¬ 
gle  with  other  cultures,  languages 
and  societies,  he  said. 

Newell  served  a  two  and  one-half- 
year  mission  in  France,  Belgium  and 
Luxembourg.  “Learning  a  different 
language  broadened  my  perspective 


and  deepened  my  understanding  of 
other  cultures. 

“I  did  a  fair  amount  of  public  work 
on  my  mission.  I  sensed  a  desire  to 
work  on  the  public  platform,  dealing 
with  varied  backgrounds  and  goals,” 
he  said. 

Following  his  mission,  Newell  con¬ 
cluded  his  college  education  at  BYU 
in  Provo.  He  said  he  decided  to  get 
involved  in  Richard  Nixon’s  presiden¬ 
tial  campaign.  “I  had  planned  in  terms 
of  how  I  would  work  in  his  campaign,” 
he  said. 

But  Newell  said  he  was  naive  as  to 
how  he  should  introduce  himself. 

“I  called  the  White  House,  not  real¬ 
izing  it  was  an  agency  of  the  United 
States  government.  They  directed 
me  over  to  the  Presidency  Political 
Advance  Office,”  he  said. 

The  director  of  the  office  spoke 
with  him  over  the  phone.  “Evidently  I 
said  the  right  things,  for  the  conver¬ 
sation  went  on  for  quite  a  few  min¬ 
utes.  They  asked  about  me,  and  I  indi¬ 
cated  that  I  was  a  student,”  he  said. 

The  director  told  Newell  to  join  the 
campaign  when  it  would  come  to 
Provo,  he  said. 

“I  didn’t  know  much,  but  I  wasn’t 
so  naive  to  think  they  would  come  to 
Provo.  I  arranged  a  time  to  meet  with 
him,”  he  said. 


The  trip  to  Washington  was  funded 
by  his  “financial  advisor,”  or  in  other 
words,  his  father,  said  Newell.  The 
director  was  impressed  with  his  dedi¬ 
cation  and  persistence,  he  said. 

Returning  to  Utah,  Newell  waited 
for  the  final  word.  No  one  called  for 
two  weeks,  so  he  took  the  initiative,

NEW  YORK  (AP)  —  Longtime  television  evangelist  Pat  Robertson  de¬ 
clared  his  candidacy  for  the  1988  Republican  presidential  nomination  Thurs¬ 
day,  saying  “I  am  stretching  forth  my  hand  to  all  Americans. 

“This  will  not  be  the  campaign  of  a  small,  well-organized  minority.  It  will  be 
a  campaign  to  capture  the  hearts  of  the  American  people,”  Robertson  said  in 
front  of  the  three-story  brownstone  house  in  an  inner-city  neighborhood 
where  he  lived  briefly  27  years  ago  as  a  young  minister. 

Several  hundred  supporters  cheered  Robertson  and  some  held  aloft  signs 
reading,  “Robertson  for  God  and  country.” 

Standing  on  the  edges  of  the  crowd  were  protesters  whose  signs  said, 
“AIDS  kills  black  people.  Pat  doesn’t  care.”  They  chanted,  “Bigot,  bigot, 
bigot.” 

Earlier,  Robertson  spoke  on  the  “700  Club,”  the  Christian  Broadcasting 
Network  show  he  hosted  for  years.  Robertson  who  two  days  ago  severed  his 
ties  to  the  Baptist  ministry  and  CBN,  described  his  candidacy  as  “a  big  move 
forme.” 

Robertson  chose  to  announce  his  candidacy  Thursday  in  Brooklyn  where  he 
served  27  years  ago  as  a  young  minister. 

Robertson  outpolled  Vice  President  George  Bush  and  Senate  GOP  leader 
Bob  Dole  in  a  straw  poll  at  a  fund-raising  event  in  Ames,  Iowa.

MOSCOW  (AP)  —  A  cosmonaut  orbiting  Earth  in  a  Soviet  space  station  has 
set  an  endurance  record  by  spending  more  than  237  days  in  space,  officials 
said. 

“It’s  only  the  beginning,”  flight  commander  Yuri  Romanenko  declared  from 
space  in  a  televised  hookup  with  the  Mir  orbital  platform  after  setting  the 
record  Wednesday.  Soviet  television  said  that  while  orbiting  Earth,  the 
42-year-old  cosmonaut  traveled  the  equivalent  of  more  than  half  the  distance 
to  Mars. 

U.S.  astronomer  Carl  Sagan,  who  is  in  Moscow  for  a  conference  marking  the 
anniversary  of  the  Sputnik  launch,  told  a  news  conference  Romanenko  was 
approaching  the  length  of  time  a  flight  to  Mars  would  take. 

Romanenko,  dressed  in  blue  coveralls,  bobbed  up  and  down  in  the  Mir’s  zero 
gravity  as  he  thanked  several  state  enterprises  and  agencies  for  making  his 
flight  possible.  Romanenko  blasted  into  space  on  Feb.  6,  along  with  flight 
engineer  Alexander  Laveikin  and  began  a  series  of  experiments. 


Utah  parole  board 
orders  DUI  driver 
to  serve  five  years 


Iraq  missiles  shrimp  boat,  kills  captain 


MANAMA,  Bahrain  (AP)  —  Iraqi  warplanes  fired  a  missile  Thursday  at  a 
shrimp  boat  in  the  Persian  Gulf  andi  killed  its  Australian  captain  after  Iranian 
speedboats  attacked  at  least  three  tankers  in  24  hours,  sources  said. 

The  85-foot  trawler  Shenton  Bluff  was  damaged  but  didn’t  sink,  said  salvage 
executives  who  spoke  on  condition  of  anonymity. 

The  trawler  is  one  of  10  j ointly  owned  by  the  Australian  firm  Bluff  Fisheries 
and  a  United  Arab  Emirates  firm,  al-Aquilli.  The  trawlers  were  on  contract  to 
the  Iranian  government,  which  charters  foreign  commercial  ships. 

The  captain,  identified  as  Robert  Wellcock,  was  at  the  helm  and  died  when 
the  missile  hit  the  trawler’s  wheelhouse,  the  executives  said.  They  said  the 
other  six  crewmen  survived  the  attack. 

Iran’s  official  Islamic  Republic  News  Agency,  monitored  in  Cyprus,  said  it 
was  the  second  fishing  boat  attacked  this  week  by  Iraq. 

Earlier  Thursday,  two  Iranian  speedboats  opened  fire  with  machine  guns 
and  rockets  on  a  Pakistani  tanker  less  than  24  hours  after  attacking  two 
Japanese  supertankers,  shipping  sources  said.  No  casualties  were  reported  in 
any  of  the  attacks,  and  damage  was  minimal. 


Grandma  is  daughter's  surrogate  mother 


JOHANESBURG,  South  Africa  (AP)  —  A  South  African  women  gave  birth 
to  her  daughter’s  test-tube  triplets  today,  becoming  the  surrogate  mother  of 
her  own  grandchildren  in  what  a  family  member  called  “an  act  of  love.” 

It  is  believed  to  be  the  first  birth  of  its  kind  in  the  history  of  surrogate 
motherhood. 

The  triplets,  delivered  by  Caesarian  section  at  Johannesburg’s  Park  Lane 
Clinic,  included  two  boys  and  a  girl,  said  the  South  African  Broadcasting  Corp. 
The  clinic  issued  a  statement  on  behalf  of  the  family  saying  only  that  the 
surrogate  mother,  Pat  Anthony,  48,  and  the  babies  were  well. 

Anthony  agreed  to  bear  the  children  of  her  25-year-old  daughter,  Karen 
Ferreira-Jorge,  whose  uterus  was  removed  after  complications  from  the  birth 
of  her  only  son  three  years  ago.  Ferreira-Jorge,  an  aerobics  instructor,  and 
her  husband,  Alcino,  an  air-conditioning  engineer,  wanted  more  children. 

The  clinic  declined  to  disclose  the  weights  of  the  babies  or  any  further 
information  about  them. 


POINT  OF  THE  MOUNTAIN, 
Utah  (AP)  —  Steve  Merado  Ro¬ 
driguez,  who  caused  the  deaths  of  six 
people  when  he  crashed  into  their  car 
while  driving  drunk  on  May  11,  1986, 
will  be  paroled  after  spending  five 
years  in  prison  for  automobile  homi¬ 
cide. 

Rodriguez,  34,  who  was  committed 
to  prison  in  March,  will  be  paroled  on 
Feb.  11, 1992,  the  Utah  Board  of  Par¬ 
dons  said. 

Rodriguez,  who  had  never  received 
a  traffic  citation  before  the  accident, 
presented  a  unique  case,  board  mem¬ 
ber  Gray  Webster  said  during  a 
Wednesday  hearing. 

Rodriguez’s  background  was  not 
“the  typical  parole  file  that  comes  be¬ 
fore  this  board,”  Webster  said,  but 
added  that  the  consequences  of  the 
“unusual,  stand-alone  incident”  were 
“devastating.” 

Rodriguez,  who  was  sentenced  to 
one  to  15  years- in  prison,  must  pay 
$150  per  month  to  crash  survivor,  6- 
year-old  Brandy  Morrill,  until  she  is 
18  years  old. 

Rodriguez  must  also  pay 
$54,749.20  in  other  restitution  costs. 
He  would  like  to  leave  prison  and  be¬ 
gin  paying  off  his  obligations  as  soon 
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Police  arrest  wrong  man  at  boy's  funeral 


OGDEN  (AP)  —  The  solemnity  of  an  Ogden  teen’s  funeral  was  shattered 
when  police  who  staked  out  the  event  hoping  to  catch  two  fugitives  mistakenly 
drew  their  guns  on  the  dead  boy’s  uncle. 

Ogden  police  officers  apologized  for  the  mis-identification,  but  defended 
their  actions  as  a  “well-orchestrated  felony  stop.” 

Police  were  seeking  Robert  Liptrap,  36,  on  suspicion  of  aggravated  assault 
in  a  shooting  incident.  Liptrap  is  the  father  of  16-year-old  Robert  Liptrap  Jr. , 
killed  Sunday  with  three  others  when  their  vehicle  was  struck  by  a  freight 
train. 

The  man  confronted  by  mistake  was  Bill  Liptrap,  37,  the  uncle  of  the  dead 
boy  and  Robert  Liptrap’s  brother. 

Family  members  decried  the  police  operation,  which  ended  in  the  arrest  of 
one  man,  as  “embarrassing  and  frightening.” 

“It  wasn’t  bad  enough  that  we  lost  a  loved  one,”  Bill  Liptrap  said. 

Robert  Liptrap,  who  relatives  said  they  have  not  seen  in  two  years,  did  not 
attend  his  son’s  funeral  because  he  suspected  police  might  look  for  him  there, 
said  his  ex-wife,  Merlinda  Salazar. 


GRANTSVILLE,  Utah  (AP)  — 
USPCI  has  been  ordered  to  stop 
burning  waste  solvents  at  its  Marble¬ 
head  Lime  plant  30  miles  northwest  of 
here  until  a  revised  air  quality  permit 
is  issued. 

“We  don’t  know  what  they’re  burn¬ 
ing,  the  amounts,  or  the  emissions 
from  it.  We  haven’t  done  any  review 
at  all,”  said  Burnell  Cordner,  director 
of  the  state  Bureau  of  Air  Quality. 

USPCI,  an  Oklahoma-based  com¬ 
pany,  recently  purchased  the  lime 
plant  with  the  intention  of  converting 
the  kiln  into  a  hazardous  waste  incin¬ 
erator.  An  application  for  that  facility 
is  being  reviewed  by  the  state. 

Ken  Jackson,  vice  president  of  US¬ 
PCI,  said  he  was  surprised  by  the 
cease  and  desist  order. 

“The  only  reason  we  didn’t  apply 
for  the  air  quality  permit  was  we  were 
told  we  didn’t  need  one,”  he  said.

A  33-bus,  police-escorted  convoy 
full  of  BYU  football  fans  will  converge 
on  Cougar  stadium  tonight,  according 
to  a  Utah  Transit  Authority 
spokesman. 

Craig  Rasmussen,  UTA 
spokesman,  said  they  are  expecting 
to  shuttle  more  than  1,200  fans  from

The  Football 
Flyer  program  began  last  year  with 
29  buses,  this  year  UTA  has  in¬ 
creased  that  number  to  33. 

For  BYU’s  first  home  game,  UTA 
buses  carried  1,200  people  from  the 
Salt  Lake  area  to  the  stadium,  an  in¬ 
crease  of  400  riders  since  last  season.

“They  won’t  allow  themselves  to  go 
public,  but  they  will  send  money  and 
consider  themselves  in  the  group,  al¬ 
though  they  don’t  belong  to  the  reli¬ 
gious  aspects,”  he  added. 

Mascur  is  not  part  of  the  Aryan 
Nations,  but  some  Aryan  viewpoints 
are  shared  by  Mascur  and  the  organi¬ 
zation  he  has  founded  called  the  Inter¬ 
national  Conspiratological  Associa¬ 
tion. 

“It  is  communism  that  is  undermin¬ 
ing  our  Constitution,”  said  Mascur. 
“One  of  their  fronts  is  to  liberalize  the 
immigration  laws  and  flood  the  nation 
with  minorities.” 

Rodney  Turner,  a  BYU  professor 
of  ancient  scripture,  said  there  are 
many  statements  by  Church  leaders 
such  as  David  O.  McKay,  George  Al¬ 
bert  Smith  and  Ezra  Taft  Benson,  in¬ 
dicating  that  the  Constitution  has 
been  damaged. 

“There’s  no  question  that  it  has 
been  battered  and  abused,”  he  said. 
“However,  it  is  one  thing  to  talk  about 
the  tax  on  the  Constitution  and  an¬ 
other  to  establish  a  white  redoubt 
posting  no  Jews  and  blacks.” 

Turner  said  Church  members  sup¬ 
porting  these  lands  of  groups  are 
dealing  with  divided  loyalties.  “If 
they  are  going  to  be  a  member  of  the 
Church,  how  can  they  become  in¬ 
volved  with  a  group  with  espoused 
concepts  not  only  opposed,  but  con¬ 
demned  by  the  Church?” 

LDS  Church  spokesman  Don 
LeFevre  said  the  Church  is  opposed 
to  racism. 

“The  prophet  in  2  Nephi  26:33  of  the 
‘Book  of  Mormon’  says  the  Lord 
would  have  all  come  unto  him  —  black 
and  white,  bond  and  free,  male  and 
female. 

“The  goals  of  these  organizations 
are  quite  contradictory  to  LDS  doc¬ 
trine,”  he  added.  “Individual  mem¬ 
bers  are  free  to  choose,  anyone  has 
free  agency,  but  as  far  as  standing  in 
the  Church  is  concerned,  it  is  a  matter 
between  them  and  their  local  lead¬ 
ers.” 

Turner  said  members’  support  of 
the  group  will  work  against  the 
Church. 

-  “There  are  a  lot  of  Church  critics 
that  would  be  happy  to  see  the 
Church  become  identified  with  this 
group,  but  anti-semitic  and  anti-black 
doctrine  runs  contrary  to  its  (the 
Church’s)  fundamentals.”

Last  year  Utah  was  one  of  seven 
states  that  participated  in  a  pilot  pro¬ 
gram  designed  to  help  children  and 
their  families  plan  advance  fire  safety 
strategies.

“So  far  this  year,  10  Utahns  have 
died  in  fires,  and  six  of  these  people 
have  died  as  a  result  of  fires  in  their 
homes,”  said  Dave  Pingree,  chief  of 
fire  prevention  for  the  State  Fire 
Marshall’s  Office. 

“More  deaths  can  be  prevented  if 
people  will  take  the  simple  step  of 
carrying  out  a  planned  home  fire 
drill,”  said  Pingree.

The  program  proved  especially 
helpful  to  the  Wesley  and  Penny  Pe¬ 
terson  family  of  Lehi.  Mrs.  Peterson 
joined  Gov.  Bangerter  at  a  press  con¬ 
ference  where  he  announced  this 
year’s  date  for  the  program.  She  en¬ 
couraged  children  and  families  to  plan 
ahead.

brought  a  “Plan  To  Get  Out  Alive” 
brochure  home  from  school  last  year 
and  wanted  to  use  it  to  draw  up  a 
safety  plan  for  their  home. 

“I  didn’t  want  to  do  it  at  first,”  Mrs. 
Peterson  said,  “But  my  nine-year-old 
said  to  me  ‘this  is  what  they  do  at 
school  and  this  is  what  they  do  at 
work.  Do  they  love  us  more  than 
you?” 

Mrs.  Peterson  said  they  practiced 
their  safety  plan  several  times  so  the 
children  would  know  what  to  do  spon¬ 
taneously.  “I’m  sure  if  we  hadn’t  done 
it  my  kids  would  have  panicked.” 

When  a  fire  broke  out  in  their  home 
two  days  later,  the  family  members 
escaped  to  safety  and  carried  out  each 
of  their  assigned  tasks.  According  to 
Mrs.  Peterson,  because  they  acted 
quickly  and  knew  what  to  do,  all  six 
family  members  got  out  of  the  house 
safely  and  the  house  was  saved  from 
potential  destruction.
